U5. AND BRITAIN 
REJEGT RUSSIAN 
PLAN ON GREECE 


American Aid Won't Be 
Withdrawn Until Satel- 
lites Stop Helping 
Guerrillas. 


WASHINGTON. May 20 (AP)— 
The United States has told Russia 
that if it wants peace in Greece 
it should get the Communist satel- 
lite states to stop aiding the Greek 
guerrillas. Until such help is 
ended this Government will not 
relax assistance to non-Commu- 
nist Greece. 

The two points were diclosed 
by the State Department today 
after the Soviet news agency Tass 
announced last night tthat Russia 
had proposed informally that the 
United States and Britain join in 
a common effort to settle the 
fighting. 

West's Rejection of Plan. 

The State Department statement 
brought out that the department 
rejected Soviet efforts to get the 
Greek situation out of the United 
Nations and into the hands of the 
great powers for what amounts 
to a compromise settlement. The 
State Department declared: “We 
are prepared to discuss any mat- 
ter with the Soviet Union in the 
proper forum—in the case of the 
Greek government it is the United 
Nations.” 

Britain also rejected the Soviet 
proposal in a similar statement. 

Tass said.Dean Rusk, United 
States Assistant Secretary of 
State, and Hector McNeil, Brit- 
ish Minister of State, proposed 
unofficial discussion of the Greek 
issue at a meeting with Andrei 
A. Gromyko, Russian deputy for- 
eign minister, in New York April 
26. 
Gromyko, the agency reported, 
replied that Russia “would not 
refuse” if the United States and 
Britain formally proposed three- 
power joint action. But, it on- 
tinued, he told them “it would be 
best to utilize” the recent peace 
proposals of the Communist-led 
Greek guerrilla government as a 
basis for settlement.

INDEX RISES FOR

Increase in Livestock Charges 
Reported Major Reason 
for the Advance.

WESTERN GERMAN 
CONSTITUTION 1 


8 of 11 States Ratify It, 


Paving Way for For- 


mation of Federal Gov- 
ernment. 


MUNICH, Germany, May 20 
(AP)—Western Germany tonight 
ratified a constitution uniting 11 
states outside the Soviet zone into 
a federal republic. 

Ratification was completed by 
the parliamentary action of eight, 
or two thirds, of the states of the 
Western occupation zones. 

The eight states voted “yes” by 
overwhelming margins, with vir- 
tually all the opposition coming 
from the Communists. Bavaria, 
the big state in the American oc- 
cupation zone, voted “no,” but re- 
served the right to enter the new 
government upon ratification by 
the others. | 

The ratification paves the way 


for setting of a federal repub- 
lican government of west Ger- 
many by mid-July, with guaran- 
tees of democratic freedoms to 
all citizens. 

Four states ratified today. Four 
others had ratified two days ago. 

The state parliament of Schles- 
wig-Holstein near the Danish bor- 
der voted for the Bonn constitu- 
tion, 59 to 6 today, with only the 
Danish minority in opposition. 
Lower Saxony’s parliamentary 
vote was 98 to 37, with the Com- 
munists and two minor parties 
against. Hesse approved 73 to 8, 
with the Communists opposing. 
Rhine-Westphalia approved to- 
night 153 to 38, Communists vot- 
ing “no.” 

The four states which ratified 
the charter earlier were Wuert- 
temberg-Baden, Rhineland-Palati- 
hate, South Baden and Hamburg. 

(The United Press reported, 
meanwhile, that 50 east and west 
German politicians defied a Brit- 
ish Military Government order 
and met secretly in Hannover to 
talk about unifying Germany. The 
British had barred the meeting on 
the grounds Communists were par- 
ticipating. 

(Nothing was revealed about the 
discussions at the meeting but dele- 
gates were expected to call for 
establishment of a single govern- 
ment for all Gerniany. No major 
west German parties were repre- 


sented.)

If AFFAIR DIDN'T 


KILL AFFECTION 


Says Her Admirer Threat- 
ened to ‘Beat Hell Out 
of Me’ When He Asked 
Rival’s Mother to In- 
tercede.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., May 20— 
Dr, Robert C. Rutledge Jr., testi- 
fying today in his own defense in 
his trial on a charge of first- 
degree murder in the killing of 
Byron C. Hattman, told the jury 
he still loves his wife, despite her 
confession of infidelity. 
The physician's wife, Mrs. Syd- 
mey Goodrich Rutledge, testified 
briefly. before her husband took 
the stand to tell about his fatal 
fight with her admirer, Hattman. 


She gave additional details about 
her illicit relationship with Hatt- 
man. But she left the crowded 
courtroom as her husband began 
testifying. 

The St. Louis physician, telling 
of his wife’s confession of her 
affair, lost his composure. He low- 
ered his head and said in a low 
voice: “He (Hattman) knew her 
sexually by force.” 

Outline of Testimony. 

Before Dr. Rutledge began his 
testimony, the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent learned the physician 
would say he agreed to pay Hatt- 
man $2000 to stay away from Mrs. 
Rutledge, Ig fight in the hotel 
room, Dr, tledge will relate, 
Hattman was fatally wounded with 
his own knife when both men fell 
against a wall in the room. 

The handsome, 28-year-old pedia- 
trician wore the blue suit in which 
he has appeared since the trial 
began and a blue and white tie. 
He was calm at the start of his 
testimony and spoke evenly, with 
ni trace of nervousness, 

When word spread through 
Cedar Rapids that Dr. Rutledge 
was testifying, the crowd in the 
courthouse grew tremendously. Be- 
sides persons in. the courtroom, 
there were others waiting to get 
in, standing in the third-floor cor- 
ridor. They were behind rope en- 
closures. Others stood behind rope 


barriers in the first-floor corri- 


dor. 


Defense Attorney R. S. Milner 
asked: “When you first met Syd- 
ney Goodrich, did you fall in love 
with her?” 

“Almost at once,” the witness 


‘answered. 


“Did you love her when you 
married her?” 

“Yes.” 

“Do you love her now?’ was the 
next question. 

“Yes, sir,“ the physician replied. 

Loved Her “At All Times.” 

“And did you love her at all 
times in between?” Milner queried. 

“Yes, sir.” 

“On July 23, 1948,” the attorney 
asked, “had you any suspicions of 
your wife’s conduct up to that 
time?” 

“None whatsoever,” the witness 
answered. 

In answer to further questions, 
he explained that when he worked 
at night as a resident physician 
at St. Louis Children’s Hospital, 
his wife sometimes came to the 
hospital to have dinner there with 
him. He worked 36 hours and 
then was off 12 hours, he ex- 
plained. In other words, he said, 
he worked every day and every 
other night. 

Next, Dr. Rutledge was asked if 
he went on a swimming party at 
Norwood Country Club. 

“Yes, sir,” he answered. 

“Do you remember the date?” 

“I do very well,” he replied. “It 
was Aug. 10, a Wednesday.

MOSCOW, May 20 (AP) — The 


Soviet Repatriation on Authority said 
prisoners in Ruésia will be repatri- 
ated to Japan during May through 
November. 

An official statement carried by 
‘Tass news agency said that in all 
there were 95,000 Japanese pris- 
oners who will be returned to 
their homeland. 

This will complete repatriation 
of Japanese prisoners, the state- 
ment said, except for “certain 
groups of persons in regard to 
whom investigation is being con- 
ducted in conneci on with war 
crimes committed by them.” 

The statement said all expenses 
for repatriation must be prepaid 
by the Japanese Government as 
provided in an agreement on re- 
patriation between the Russian 
member of the Allied Council for 
Japan and the staff of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur on Dec, 19, 1946. 

The Tass statement said of the 
total number of 594,000 Japanese 
officers and men taken prisoners 
by the Russians, 70,880 were freed 
directly in the area of military ac- 
tion in 1945. It said 418,166 more 
were repatriated to Japan through 
May 1. 1949. 

Tass said the Soviet statement 
was issued “in view of requests 
addressed to the member of the 
Allied Council for Japan from the 
U.S. S. R. for information on the 
period of completion of repatria- 
tion of Japanese war prisoners 
from the territory of the Soviet 


Union.”

CIO executive board which ended 
last night with the board's de- 
mand for the resignations of all 
its members who refuse to abide 
by official CIO policies. 

Nobody resigned. 

CIO President Philip Murray 
warned that if Communist-ine 
leaders continued to defy such 
CIO decisions as indorsing the 


Marshall plan they will be kicked 


out at the CIO convention start- 
ing Oct. 31 in Cleveland. 


Harry Bridges’s Reply. 

Harry Bridges, head of the CIO 
Longshoremen’s union, who was 
the most talkative of the left-wing 
group at the board meeting, told 
a reporter the board action had 
“nothing to do with communism.” 
He said it was strictly a question 
of whether CIO unions are to run 
their own affairs or whether they 
must take orders from the CIO. 

Bridges also said he would not 
resign from the board nor lead 
his union out of the CIO. 

Murray pointed out to reporters 
that the convention will have 
power to revoke union charters 
and oust members from the 52- 
man CIO executive board. 

Dissident Union Leaders. 

There are 11 unions in the left- 
wing group that has been oppos- 
ing Murray’s leadership and CIO 
policies. Only six of them were 
represented in the meeting when 
the resolution was adopted by a 
29-6 vote. The six representatives 
were announced as follows: 

Harry Bridges of the longshore- 
men; Donald Henderson of the 
food and tobacco workers; Joseph 
Selly of the American Communi- 
cations Association; Hugh Bryson 
of the Marine Cooks; Abram Flax- 


James Durkin of the Office and 
Professional Workers. 

The other five left-wing unions 

are: United Electrical Workers; 
Farm Equipment Workers; Fish- 
ermen's Union; Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers and Fur Work- 
ers. 
Murray said at a press confer- 
ence these 11 unions have “less 
than 10 per cent” of the CIO’s 
membership. 

In reply to questions, Murray 
made it clear that a Communist 
could remain on the executive 
board if he conformed to the of-

Nagging Red Problem,

themselves because they fear that 
they may be tagged as “Red” no 
matter how mild their opinions. 

In the college scene, Freistadt 
as a personality is unimportant.

The intellectual 
problem posed by his advent on 
the national scene has engrossed 
students and faculty members.

The allowances were contested 
by McKittrick and appeals were 
taken to the Missouri Supreme 
Court, which held Judge Sevier did 
not ha ve authority to make the al- 
lowances.

Protest of Refugee ‘Widows Over Being 


Forced to Move to Homie for Destitute, 
Disturbance by Students Over Tests Are 
Typical Demonstrations.

NDIA’S capital was the scene recently of two hunger strikes— 
that potent and peculiarly Indian weapon against authority which 
Mahatma Gandhi so effectively popularized among his people. 

One of the strikes was successful, the other is still going on. 


To Indian youth, bred in the tra- 
dition of non-violent resistance, to 
men and women who have seen 
the success of Gandhi’s techniques 
against the power of the British, 
nothing is more natural than to 
use these techniques when faced 
with anything they don’t like. 


Thus, leaders of the Indian gov- 


politically-minded girls try to 
throw themselves under the wheels 
of his automobile? Or a thousand 
men sit on a railway track, refus- 
ing to move until railway fares are 
lowered? Or when twenty old 
women quietly and deliberately try 
to starve themselves to death? 


Many Hunger Strikes Going On. 

At any given moment it is prob- 
able that as y as 50 hunger 
strikes are going on all over India, 
some of them en masse. In the 
east Punjab, for instance, 900 pris- 
oners jailed several months ago 
for subversive communal activities 
have just concluded a 40-day hun- 
ger strike which won them better 
jail conditions. In Bengal 327 
Communist prisoners have gone 
on a hunger strike for the same 
purpose, ‘ 

Many of the strikes seem un- 
justifiable, others are called for 
good and sufficient cause. But, 
right or wrong, they often suc- 
ceed. The two which occurred in 
Delhi are typical of the kind of 
strike with which the Government 
is so often faced, and of how it is 
handling them. 


On the outskirts of old Delhi is 
Kingsway Camp, where since the 
partition of India almost two 
years ago more than 42,000 refu- 
gees from Pakistan have been liv- 
ing. It is an enormous, dreary 
camp of tattered tents and old 
army barracks, dirt streets and 
broiling sun. But there is a school, 
the sanitary arrangements are 
good and the people look fairly 
well fed on the free rations which 
until recently the Government 
provided. 

On the sixth day of the new 
strike, when this correspondent 
visited the camp, the widows lay 
in a long row in the shade of the 
camp’s canteen. Packed close to- 
gether, covered with ragged cotton 
blankets, they dozen or stared 
blankly at the sky. At their feet 
children crouched, looking solemn 
and bewildered, while at their 
heads women relatives monoto- 
nously fanned away the flies. 


Leader of Women Strikers. 


The leader of the women, a still- 
sturdy matron in a lavender plaid 
jumper, could speak only in a 
whisper, but she managed to make 
even a whisper sound firm. 

“We will never give in,” she 
said. “We will die here before we 
let them take us to a home for 
destitute women. After all, we 
have our pride.” Some of the 
women nodded, and others who 
were too weak to sit up and nod, 
waved their hands weakly. 

A girl leaned down to listen to 
the almost inaudible whispers of 
an emaciated woman on a near- 
by pallet. “She says that they 
all come of good familfes,” the 
girl reported. “She says they can- 
not bear to be isolated in a home 
for widows as if they were out- 
casts. She says that they will 
work if the government will teach 
them how, and give them work to 
do—but they will die before they 
allow themselves to be taken far 
away from all that is familiar to 
them.” 

We rose to go, and the women 
all raised their thin hands, the 
palms pressed together in “Nama- 
steh,” the Indian gesture of greet- 
ing and farewell. One of the 
women who was not on hunger 
strike offered to show us her 
room. With her seven children 
she occupied one-fourth of a room 
fifteen feet square. In all twenty- 
six people lived in the room, al- 
though some of them, of course, 
had to sleep on the ground out- 
side! Yet she would prefer to stay 
here rather than to go to the 
widows’ home at Okhla. Here she 
was with people from her far-off 
village in the west Punjab. Here 
she was accepted, here she was 
part of the sprawling, exciting life 
of the refugee camp. Here (al- 
though she did not say it) she was 
part of the social pattern, as a 
widow living in a home for 
widows could never be. 


Gets Little for Work.

N the queer tangle of labor 
policy, one fact stands out. Presi- 
dent Truman still has an excel- 
lent chance of victory over the 
supporters of the Taft-Hartley Act.

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Labor’s View of Phone Rates 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Company's public position on its pend- 
ing application for increases in tele- 
phone rates in Missouri is misleading. 
The stated position is an obvious at- 
tempt to shift public blame for rate 
increases to telephone workers who se- 
cured badly needed increases and, 
hence, upon the union which represents 
them. 


The real story may be sifted from 
the company’s stated position, but it 
takes a practiced eye. People 
(who) ... place their savings” with 
Southwestern Bell on an equity capital 
basis do not do so directly. The Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Co. owns 
100 per cent of Southwestern Bell stock. 


A.T.&T. reported 1948 earnings of 
$9.86 per share on the millions of shares 
outstanding. Even after payment of 
the familiar $9 per share dividend, 
A. T. KT. profits still slopped over 86 
cents per share. Multiplied by the num- 
ber of shares outstanding (23,350,963 at 
close of 1948), this is no small nugget. 
Is this “profitless prosperity’? 


The real justice of rates and prices, 
whether regulated or not, must be meas- 
ured by percentage of capacity opera- 
tion assumed in the rate-fixing versus 
actual capacity performance. 

This is especially important where 
rates, once fixed, tend to remain un- 
changed for decades, as is the usual 
case with telephone rates. 

Despite the awesome complexity of 
the telephone industry, it is upon this 
simple A-B-C of economics that Bell 
System rate petitions at this time 
should be surveyed. 

In 1948, A.T.&T. added to its plant in- 
vestment some three billion dollars. The 
relative effect locally may be judged by 
“the telephone improvement and expan- 
sion program in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county on which $35,000,000 have been 
already expended since the war.” 


Telephone plant additions are usually 
engineered upon estimates of future 
community growth for the succeeding 
five, 10 or 15 years. Thus it may be 
geen that large portions of plant con- 
structed at any given time are not im- 
mediately productive of return on capi- 
tal invested unless rates are set so that 
existing users are taxed for that portion 
of plant capacity which’ idles in reserve 
for the estimated future users. The ad- 
dition of telephones, once rates are 80 
established, results in higher and higher 
percentages of return upon plant invest- 
ment. 

The number of “held orders” or people 
waiting for telephone service is no real 
indicator of the percentage of capacity 
at which the plant is operating. Short- 
ages of telephone plant exist in some 
areas, while other parts of the.same 
city may be greatly over-expended, with 
the facilities for hundreds of additional 
telephones lying idle. 


Southwestern Bell cites the recent 
rate increase as the first general in- 
crease in years and compares it per- 
centage-wise with the increase in the 
cost of living. While increased costs to 
corporations exist, the cost of living sur- 
veys are based on their effect upon 
human beings. And Southwestern Bell, 
like other A.T.&T. subsidiaries, has 
mever recognized increases in the cost 
of living as valid grounds for increasing 
wages to telephone workers. 

Higher wage costs are cited—but the 
fact remains that telephone workers are 
in a relatively poor wage position. Of 
22 key industries surveyed by the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics in 1948, workers 
in the telephone industry stood twenty- 
second in percentage increase in aver- 
age hourly earnings since 1939. 

Of the group, telephone workers were 
the only ones whose percentage in- 
crease in average hourly earnings had 
not kept pace with the increase in index 
points of the bureau’s cost-of-living sur- 
veys. 

Other holes may be found in the pic- 
ture Southwestern Bell paints for public 
consumption. However, we have no 
present plans to endorse or oppose the 
pending application. As in other Bell 
System rate cases, an attempt is being 
made to saddle telephone workers and 
their union with public blame for the 
rate increases. This letter is merely an 
attempt to take the company’s monkey 
off our back.

Why is the future of the German cartels so 
important to the American people? The answer 
lies in the nature of the cartel itself. A cartel 
is an arrangement between competitors to cease 
competing and to limit production, divide mar- 
kets and fix prices. ! 

German companies which were parties to in- 
ternational cartels provided the supplies for 


the war machine of Kaiser Wilhelm in 1914. | 


They did the same again for the war machine 
of Adolf Hitler in 1939. Among the most dan- 
gerous of these companies were Friedrich 
Krupp, manufacturing munitions; IG Farben- 
industrie, the mammoth chemical combine, and 
Carl Zeiss, manufacturer of optical goods. 

All three were forbidden to manufacture war 
equipment by the Treaty of Versailles. All three 
violated the treaty with the aid of the “treason” 
clauses customary in cartels with companies in 
other countries. These clauses provide that in 
the event of war between their countries they 
would continue to co-operate if possible, and if 
it became impossible, would wait and resume 
co-operation when it again became possible. 

Not only did the German cartelists arm their 


state for aggression, they used their interna- 


tional cartel agreements to keep the chosen 
victims of aggression from developing the in- 
dustrial products vital to their defense. Through 
cartels with companies in the United States 
the Nazis prevented American production of 
synthetic rubber and magnesium prior to the 
Second World War, retarded American prodrc- 
tion of Diesel engines, and kept American man- 
ufacturers from supplying military optical in- 
struments such as range finders, gun sights, 
periscopes and fire control instruments to 
France and Britain in the years before the 
United States entered the conflict. 

After the Second World War President Tru- 
man gave Gen. Clay orders to break up German 
cartel companies. Gen. Clay defends what he 
has done by saying that he has broken up the 
six biggest banks, the 26 biggest steel and coal 
companies, and the part of Farben that is in 
the American zone. 

What has been done toward breaking up Far- 
ben was done by Gen. Eisenhower, and was in- 
complete, and Gen. Clay has taken no steps to 
carry it to completion, according to Johnston 
Avery, who resigned as chief of the enforce- 
ment section of the decartelization branch last 
year in protest against Clay's order weakening 
its work. 

The investigating commission under Federal 
Trade Commissioner Ferguson says that the 
breakup of the banks and steel and coal com- 
panies was not done by the decartelization 
branch. Not a single cartel has been broken by 
the decartelization branch, according to the in- 
vestigators. 

Worse still, Gen. Clay’s economic advisor, 
Lawrence Wilkinson, a banker, does not favor 
the President’s order to break up the cartels. 

Fourteen months ago Gen. Clay called off the 
decartelization of heavy and capital goods in- 
dustries, the most dangerous kinds as far as 
war is concerned, and permitted work to con- 
tinue only against consumer goods monopolies. 
Three months later Clay issued orders allowing 
old cartels to be used or new ones to be formed 
if it would speed German recovery. Virtually 
all the employes of the decartelization branch 
protested that Gen. Clay was scuttling their 
work, but he brushed aside their protests. 

How, then can the head of the investigating 
committee, Mr. Ferguson, say that Gen. Clay 
was “wholeheartedly in thorough accord” with 
the Truman Administration’s decartelization 
policy, when these facts and his own commit- 
tee’s report testify to the contrary?

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Three Times Overruled 


If the Justices on the IIlinois Supreme Court 
will check their record in important civil rights 
cases in the United States Supreme Court, they 
will find that it is not very good of late. We 
call attention specifically to the Marino, McCol- 
lum and Terminiello cases in that order: 

1. The Marino case raised the question of a 
fair trial for an 18-year-old Italian-speaking 
youth who was convicted of murder without the 
benefit of a lawyer to protect his rights. The 
case kicked around in Illinois courts until the 
Supreme Court of the United States, in a unani- 
mous decision, Dec. 22, 1947, declared that the 
runaround Tony Marino had received was a 
denial “of the due process of law which the 
Fourteenth Amendment requires.” 

In a separate opinion in the same case Jus- 
tices Rutledge, Douglas and Murphy used the ex- 
pressions “merry-go-round” and “labyrinth of 
blind alleys” to describe the inhuman procedure. 
This case is now in the Illinois Supreme Court 
for fresh handling. 

2. Vashti McCollum’s case is the one which 
brought up the issue of the use of public schools 
for the teaching of sectarian faiths. Mrs. Mc- 
Collum, mother of three boys of lower school 
age, objected to this practice in the Champaign 
schools as an invasion of religious freedom and 
a breach in the separation of church and state. 
The Illinois Supreme Court ruled against her 


unanimously in an opinion by Justice Thompson. 


This unanimous state court decision was 
sweepingly reversed by the high tribunal in 
Washington in an 8-to-1 decision, March 8, 1948. 
Only Justice Reed dissented. — a

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Let's Plan for Housing 

Federal officials are “ready and eager” to 
co-operate with St. Louis under the pending 
public housing bill. Mayor Darst has this prom- 
ise from the Federal Public Housing Admin- 
istration. But the promise is meaningless unless 
local officials buckle down to some detailed 
and hard-headed planning. Federal officials will 
co-operate with any city that brings in a well- 
rounded housing prospectus, but cities that 
bring only vague hopes will come out at the 
little end of the horn. 

If this warning gives a jaundiced local cast 
to the rosy national prospect for low-rent hous- 
ing, it is uttered because St. Louisans can af- 
ford no self-deception. This city’s public hous- 
ing achievement to date is meager because of 
lack of enterprise. 

St. Louis accounts for 1.8 per cent of the 
nation’s population living in cities over 50,000. 
But it came into the prewar public housing pro- 
gram too little and too late. Today, there are 
only two low-rent housing developments in St. 
Louis, which account for only six-tenths of one 
per cent of the nation’s low-rent family-units. 
By this rule of thumb, St. Louis has only one- 
third of its proportionate share. It has 86,000 
substandard housing units but public housing 
for only 1315 families. 


The city has long had federal approval for 
an additional project for 551 families, and City 
Counselor Crowe says in Washington that 
building can go ahead almost at once. But this 
is only a small expansion. 

Four years ago, the St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity called for 12,000 additional units, and even 
this more ambitious goal would hardly give 
the city its proportionate stake in the proposed 
new program. Unfortunately, the 12,000 figure 
remains more a goal than a plan. There are 
unsettled questions of sites for clearance and 
rebuilding. More data on living conditions, fam- 


ily income and the like are needed to clinch 


the case with federal officials and the local 
community. And what, if anything, has been 
done to develop a happier architectural pat- 
tern and avoid multiplying the barracks-like 
barrenness of Clinton-Peabody Terrace and Carr 
Square Village all over the landscape? 

In short, are the responsible local officials 
going to put on a real burst of enterprise, or 
are they satisfied to build the third small de- 
velopment and let the rest rock along, be de- 
layed, and probably go by default to more enter- 
prising cities? 

This question was really raised four years 
ago by E. J. Russell, the former chairman of 
the City Plan Commission. “Our trouble in St. 
Louis,” he said, “always has been that we are 
inclined to think on too small a scale.” Today, 
as Congress seems at last ready to finance the 
Government’s side of a new public housing 
partnership with slum-ridden cities, his words 
have a sharper point than ever. 
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A Lesson About Radar 


A United States Coast Guard lieutenant has 
been convicted by court-martial on two of four 
charges growing out of collision between the 
cutter Eastwind and the tanker . Gulfstream 
last January off the New Jersey coast. The 
court found that he failed to evaluate properly 
the data on his radar set. The prosecution’s 
main point was that the radar showed the 
cutter was on a course that might result in col- 
lision, The crash, which occurred during a 
night of patchy fog, took 13 lives. 

Apparently this was the first case involving 
a collision at sea that might have been avoided 
if the radar had been heeded. It illustrates 
the value of radar on ships at sea. It stresses 
the importance of the human equation. It proves 
that just such an incident as this could cause 
the failure of a radar network such as is to be 
‘erected in parts of the United States as a 
guard against aerial invasion. 
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Two Disturbing Choices 

Sometimes it is a little difficult to believe 
that President Truman sees any relationship be- 
tween his policies and his appoirttees. During 
the campaign, he was not sparing in his.denun- 
ciations of Wall Street—although men closely 
connected with large financial institutions were 
members of his official family. 

Now, with the Senate’s approval, Mr. Tru- 
man has named Francis P. Matthews to be 
Secretary of the Navy. Mr. Matthews comes 
from Omaha, so one hesitates to call him a 
Wall Street representative. But in his column 
today, Marquis Childs tells enough about him 
to make his appointment a disturbing one. It 
passes understanding that a man associated 
with unfair criticism of the Administration— 
such as charges that the State Department has 
yielded to Communist influence and that Amer- 
ican interests were “sordidly” sacrificed at 
Yalta, Tehran and Potsdam—should be invited 
to become a member of it.

Relatively few Americans seem to realize 


that there is rising in the Missouri Valley 
the most enormous engineering work on a 
river and its valley ever attempted in the 
history of the world. Already $1,200,000,000 
has been spent on it by the United States 
Government, Its ultimate cost is put at 
$10,500,000,000, That is five times the in- 
vestment in TVA, five times the cost of 
the atomic bomb. 


There is no single head to manage the 
execution of the “plan.” Instead, there are 
five heads, each independent of the others. 
They are the Army Engineers; the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, including the Recla- 
mation Bureau and seven other agencies; 
the Department of Agriculture, including 
the Soil Conservation Service, the Forest 
Service, the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration and seven other agencies; the De- 
partment of Commerce, including four 
agencies; the Federal Power Commission. 


Undigested Mass of Data 


So needlessly complicated are these pro- 
ceedings that an ordinary citizen interested 
in knowing what his government is doing 
would bé entirely at a loss to find out. If 
he asked the Army Engineers about the 
plans, he would perhaps receive a 43-page 
document consisting of financial charts and 
entitled “Six-Year Program for Missouri 
River Basin as prepared by Missouri Basin 
Interagency Committee.” These charts are 
complicated by modifying footnotes that 
exhaust the alphabet and run through four 
combinations of asterisks. It would be ut- 
terly impossible for anyone not an expert 
on the subject to make head or tail of 
them. 

As for what is being done by any of the 
other agencies involved, the Army Engi- 
neers would tell the inquirer to apply to 
each agency direct. The plain citizen would 
have to deal separately with 24 agencies 
of government in five departments situated 
in Washington, Omaha and Billings, Mont. 


Expensive Thing to Study 


Keeping up with the Pick-Sloan plan is 
far beyond the means of any newspaper or 
magazine of moderate resources. The cost 
of gathering the material for this article, 
for example, would have been prohibitive if 
it had not been for the information amassed 
by the St. Louis Post-Dispatch at a consid- 
erable outlay of money and manpower over 
a period of several years.

The increase is due to three things: adding 
to Pick-Sloan some projects that had been 
separate from it; expanding the projects al- 
ready in Pick-Sloan; inflation. — 

For all the agencies in Pick-Sloan the

the Army Engineers account for 19 per 
cent, the Reclamation Bureau for 14 per

Bacon for the Army 


It is interesting—and informative—to 
compare these percentages with the per- 
centages of total appropriations that have 


been obtained by the same participants. 


Does the comparison bear out the con- 
tention of the Army Engineers that they 
are concerned with a well-rounded program 
of development in which every phase will 
receive its proper emphasis? Or does it 
bear out the contention of MVA proponents 
that the Army Engineers have their eye on 
funds rather than on any effective plan? 


The Army Engineers, with 19 per cent of 
the program, have obtained 41 per cent of 
the appropriations, or twice their share on 
a proportionate basis. The Reclamation 
Bureau, with 14 per cent of the program, 
has obtained 21 per cent of the appropria- 
tions, or one and one half times its share. 
All other participants, with 67 per cent of 
the program, have received 38 per cent of 
the appropriations, or less than two thirds 
of their proportionate share. 


Can Such Waste Be Retrieved? 


In the Department of Agriculture two 
agencies—the Soil Conservation Service and 
the Forest Service—are down in the pro- 
gram for more than 9 per cent of the 
whole, but their share of the appropria- 
tions has been 1.6 per cent. : 

In short, the Army Engineers, having so 
far frozen out their superior competitor, 
MVA, are now engaged in freezing out their 
politically inferior allies. 


How much more error can be built into 
200-foot-high concrete dams and into the 
hard steel of whirling turbines and into 
millions of acres of the nation’s fertile land 
with billions of dollars of the nation’s fi- 
nancial resources, before it is irretrievable? 
The national issue of MVA is not only vi- 
tal but urgent. 

It is within the reach of this Congress 
to turn fumbling failure in the valley of 
the Missouri into a model for the world.

(William 
The impression one gets from movies, 

popular songs, and radio skits is that Ken- 
tucky mountaineers reserve about half their 
time for feuding. Our novels, too, seldom 
give an accurate picture. The present book, 
Henry Hornsby’s first novel, contains not 
a single feud; it is a book that attempts, 
with moderate success, to give an unwhite- 
washed, unapologetic description of people 
as they actually are who live in a lonesome 
valley, a “holler,” tucked away in the Ken- 
tucky hills. It is a story of physical, spir- 
itual, and intellectual isolation compounded 
with a fire and brimstone religion. But 
principally it is the story of Johnny Baker 
and how he grew up. 

Young Johnny was the unwelcome ward 
of his aunt and uncle. He was whipped 
often and usually for no good reason. The

A Major Turn in Soviet Diplomacy? 


T 


HE plebiscite in the Soviet zone of Germany is a remarkable 
demonstration, dramatically timed, of the failure of the Com- 
inform—of the attempt, that is to say, to use the local Commu- 


nist parties as the main instrument of Soviet policy in Europe. But 


in appraising the result we must, 


I believe, bear in mind a strong 


possibility that the Cominform policy may never have been Stalin’s 


policy. 

There is considerable reason to 
think that between the formation 
of the Cominform in the summer 
of 1947 and the death lest August 
of Zdhanov, its

Stalin’s career and doctrine have 
been based not on the idea of 
world revolution as the immediate 
and paramount goal but on the 
idea that the consolidation of Com- 
munism in Russia, the develop- 
ment and the security of the Rus- 
sian state, are paramount. The 
Cominform was an aberration 
from Stalinism, indeed a revival of 
the very issue on which he fought 
Trotsky and rose to power. 

So it may well be that the spec- 
tacular defeat of the Cominform 
in eastern Germany will confirm 
Stalin in the decision, already 
foreshadowed in the 
declaration and the inspired ru- 
mors, that Soviet policy in Eu- 
rope is now to be based not on 
international revolutionary Com- 
munism but on the play of Rus- 
sian, German and other national 
interests.

The company asked the Corpora- 
tion Commission for a new rate 
increase of $4,385,000 and also 
asked that a $3,077,000 temporary 
rate increase granted last summer 
by the State Supreme Court be 
made permanent. An appeal 
against the temporary increase 
has been filed by the commission. 

The new increase would average 
12 per cent across the state. 

W. E. Gosdin, general manager 
of the company for Oklahoma, 
said the increases were necessary 
because of low earnings as com- 
pared with industry in general. 

Gosdin told the commission: 

We can fulfill our public obli- 
gation only by providing more 
facilities. But we can’t build the 
buildings or construct the plant 


needed to give the service unless 
We can attract the money. That is 


why a rate increase is needed. Our 
present intra-state earnings are at 
the rate of 2.2 per cent on the net 
plant investment.” 

Gosdin said the company still 
has 21,000 unfilled orders in Okla- 
homa and more than 7000 new 
orders coming in every month. 
The telephone company com- 
pleted presentation of its testi- 
mony for rate increases several 
months ago, and the corporation 
commission since then has been 
hearing the state's side. The hear- 
ing has been set to continue 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 
of next week. 

The new rate schedule filed yes- 
terday would increase rates in 
Oklahoma City and/ Tulsa by $3.50 
for business telephones and 50 
cents on all types of residence con- 
nections.

DAMASKINOS DIES 


Orthodox Church Primate 
Served Country as Regent 
After War. 


ATHENS, May 20 (AP)—Afch- 
bishop Damaskinos, former regent 
of Greece, died suddenly today. 
He was 58 years old. 


The Archbishop, who ruled 
Greece as regent from 1944 to 
1946, had been in poor health for 
several months. He suffered from 
heart trouble. 

The Greek Orthodox primate 
took over the reins of troubled 
Greece after its liberation from 
the Germans, to serve until a 
plebiscite was held on the return 
of the monarchy. When Greece 
voted for the return of the king, 
Damaskinos relinquished the posi- 
tion. 

The giant bell of the Greek 
Orthodox Cathedral tolled the 
news of the archbishop's death. 

The towering, bespectacled cleric 
won a reputation in the United 


| States when he went there in the 


1920s and mediated a quarrel, 

largely political, between factions 

of the Greek Orthodox Church. 
He was elected Archbishop of 


Athens and Primate of Greece in 
November 1938. The Metaxas Gov- 
‘ernment refused to recognize him 
and exiled him to the island of 
Salamina, where he remained un- 


til 1941. 


During the Nazi occupation, 
Damaskinos displayed great ener- 
gy in alleviating the distress of 
‘the civilian population. He made 


repeated representations to Ger- ä 5 ö

About eight years ago, when the Cardinals had more good pitch- 
ers than Milton Berle has wise cracks, a skinny kid named Elwood 
Roe (Call Me Preacher“) turned up at the St. Petersburg (Fla.) train- 
ing camp, He could throw a curve and he had poise. In fact he had 
a lot of assets that Manager Billy Southworth liked. 


But the skinny kid arrived just 
a season or two early—or late. 
There were just too many proved 
pitchers ahead of him, including 
Lon Warneke, Max Lanier, How- 
ard Krist, Mort Cooper, Ernie 


White, Clyde Shoun and a few | Reese 


who didn’t stand out so promi- 
nently. 

So, like John Grodzicki, Harry 
Brecheen, Murry Dickson, Matt 
Surkont, Hank Gornicki and 
others, in that 1941 camp, Pfeacher 
Roe was shipped back to the min 
ors “for another year’s season- 
ing.”

And he had to be just that fine 
a pitcher, or he would have lost, 
because his Brooklyn teammates 
were almost helpless before a bril- 
liant Howard Pollet. In fact, ex- 
cept for the all-important matter 
of runs, Pollet was the more ef- 
fective pitcher. He allowed only 
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third base as Reese streaked for 
home. But the audacious play 
failed because Eddie Kazak was 
wide awake, His pick-up and un- 
derhand throw retired the speedy 
Snider by a whisker for the third 
out. 


Pollet’s success may influence 
Manager Dyer in his pitching se- 
lection for tonight’s game.

SO WE WERE late to bed, and during the 
night enough of a shower fell to prevent an 
earlyemorning bird walk.

His acting 
has a quiet Dut tremendous power that haunts and touches 
you deeply. 

This perfection of approach suffuses the film. Maurice 
Cloche’s direction has achieved some notable dramatic and pic- 
torial effects, The dialogue of Jean Anu, even at the 
mercy of the English translations by Herman Weinberg, has 
beauty, wisdom and a penetrating quality that emerge at times 
with the luminosity of poetry. The quality of the supporting 
acting, mostly by Comedie Francaise players, is quite high. 
The film is full of memorable scenes. a 
unmoved by some of them. 

The film puts to shame a comparable effort by Hollywood 
to portray a Catholic saint, that about Joan of Arc. “Monsieur 
Vincent,” is worth a thousand sermons on charity. The action 
of the Motion Picture Academy in giving it an Oscar for the 
best foreign film of last year was small praise indeed.

Another Fine French Drama 
It is unfortunate that another fine French film should 


arrive on the St, Louis scene at the same time as “Monsieur 

Vincent,” and be somewhat overshadowed by it. This one is 

“SYMPHONIE PASTORALE,” currently at the ART THEA- 
TER. From a short novel by Andre Gide, the 
French Nobel prize winner, and the first of 
his works to be screened, it is an exquisitely 
molded little tragedy laid in a village in the 
Swiss Alps. 

It is an intricately worked and deeply 
searching study of a pastor, a kind and pious 
man, who raises a blind ‘and nearly imbecile 

orphan child into an innocent and beautiful young girl. Imper- 
ceptibly to himself, he falls in love with her. He shames his 
wife's jealousy by his own obvious goodness. He opposes his son’s 
marriage to the girl on the ground her blindness would be an in- 
superable bar to their happiness. He puts off for years an opera- 
tion that would restore the girl’s sight on the grounds she isn't 
ready to face the world, unaware that actually he wants to 
keep her dependent on him. Finally, when the girl does 


recover her sight, the shattering climax comes—he realizes 
himself what the others have known, that his kindness has 


been a cloak for physical love. The ay that follows is 
swift and inexorable. 

In Jean Delannoy's direction, the ‘eesti actually does fol- 
low the form of a good symphony—its emotion firmly dis- 
ciplined, its theme logically developed and €xpanded, its.

The first, based 
on “The Facts of Life,” is a gentle laugh at 
the shock of a stuffed-shirt clubman on find 
ing that his son, going to Monte Carlo for 
tennis matches, has completely disregarded 
his advice on avoiding the sinful pitfalis lurk- 
ing there, and his adventure has nevertheless

qi UMMER camps are fine institutions for the education and 
training of children because they offer a variety of first- 
hand experiences. The young camper does them himself, or 
they are not done. The more firsthand experiences children 
have, the’ richer the background they have for living. Every 
such experience is precious. 

In a well-managed camp, children learn to keep their 
cabins clean and in order; how to make a bed; how to strike 
a camp and put up a tent; how to sleep comfortably outdoors; 
how to build a fire, how to take care of it and how to put it 
out; how to cook a meal over a camp fire; how to catch and 
clean the fish for that evening meal in the open; how to 
unite with a group to accomplish a given end. 
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ONE IMPORTANT ACTIVITY in camp is swimming. 
Every child should learn to swim—if he can. The “if” is not 
there because some children cannot learn the motions required. 
All healthy children can do that. It is there because some 
children cannot swim because they have a condition of nose 
or throat or both, that forbid it. 

Any such condition prohibits swimming. Nose, ears and 
throat are connected, and an infection in one is not going to 
help the others. When a child has a difficulty of that sort, 
it is best to forget all about swimming. That is not such a 
hardship. The child with the sensitive nose won't want to 
swim. It is too painful. Let him go to camp just the same 
and enjoy the other activities. 
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THERE IS TENNIS, maybe golf; there are baseball and 
badminton; there are hiking and hunting with a camera. 
There is so much to do and 80 little time for doing it that 
swimming for this particular child will be no loss, if loss it 
has to be. 

Usually when a child has a handicap he compensates for 
it in other ways. He may enjoy a magnifying glass with 
which to study mosses. Mosses are a world of beauty and 
interest all by themselves and too little is known about them. 
He may enjoy using a microscope. Nature offers unending 
subjects for this interesting study. Then there is the camera. 
A child who has learned how to take pictures has an interest 
that reaches far wide and deep into every field of activity. 
And if father has taught him how to take pictures with the 
moving picture camera, he has all he needs to make his camp 
life one long happiness. Any of these special activities will 
compensate the child for his handicap in swimming. 

Yes, it would be better if he could swim. But if he can't, 
teach him how to use a life-preserver just in case, and let it 
go at that.

Apparently not knowing what 
else to do, South then tried the 
spade finesse. won, drew 
South’s remaining trump, and ex- 
ited with the spade jack, which 
was taken wi dummy’s ace. 
South then led a club and ducked 
in his own hand, so that he had to 
be given the club king, but the 
contract was down one trick. 

North and South then argued 
fiercely about the bidding, North 
maintaining that South should 
have passed and let West play 
three clubs doubled. 

Everything considered, North 
was probably right in this con- 
tention, but the fact remains that 
South should have made his vul- 
nerable four-heart contract! Hast’s 
void in clubs was not difficult to 
visualize; hence, after leading 
three trumps and running four 
diamonds, ending in the closed 
hand, South should have thrown 
East in with the last.trump! Bast 
would then have to give dummy 
two spade tricks, and after cash- 
ing those tricks (to take out West's, 
exit card) South would merely 
have to lead a club and duck, as 
before.
